ARKNESS ALWAYS disappears when the 

light is turned on. Your troubles and 

mine are darkness. The Spirit of Christ 
is light. The light is within. When we turn it on it 
illumines our whole being and darkness disap- 
pears. 

I once heard a colored preacher tell a simple 
story illustrating the truth that God’s light dis- 
solves the darkness of human difficulty. 

He said that he was in his church study one 
night preparing a sermon. He realized he needed 
a certain book that he knew was downstairs in the 
auditorium. He went down after it. 

“When I opened the door to the sanctuary,” he 
said, “it was pitch dark inside. Old Mr. Dark, he 
said to me: ‘Man,’ he said, ‘I’m boss in here. I’m in 
charge of this place. If you come in here I'll hurt 
you, I will. I'll make you fall over benches and 
crack your shins and break your head. And I'll 
hide what you’re looking for from you.’ 

“For just a minute,” the preacher went on, “I 
stood there uncertain, for the switch was at an- 
other door. Then I looked up and saw a shaft of 
light coming from my open study door. I pulled a 
match from my pocket, and I said: “You all can’t 
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scare me, Mr. Dark. You're just a coward and a 
fraud. I know you aren't anything at all, ‘cause 
I've got a light.’ I struck my match, and Mr. Dark 
was gone. 

Your trouble and my trouble, whatever it may 
seem to be, has no more reality than the darkness 
when the light is turned on, when we strike the 
match and faith flares up and glows. There was no 
more darkness over the face of the deep when 
God said, “Let there be light.” 

God, the heart and center and substance of the 
entire universe, is supreme goodness, perfect light. 
This to me is the basic truth. Being at the heart 
and center of all the universe, God is at the heart 
and center of you and me, of every living soul. 
Being supreme goodness, He endows us with 
goodness. Being perfect light, He causes all forms 
of darkness to fade before Him. 

God has made everything good and intends all 
good for each one of us. Goodness is written into 
the law of life. There is restoration and security 
in God's goodness, complete and utter, when we 
accept it in faith. 

Peter walked on the water when his faith was 
strong. When fear became stronger than faith in 
his mind he began to sink. This is the law. Walk 
on faith. Sink in fear. Faith is the substance. Fear 
is the shadow. Faith is the true light. Fear is false

darkness. In faith we lay hold on God's goodness 
and see by His light. 

Do not be discouraged if your faith is not 
sufficient to take hold of God's good at all times. 
Do not be discouraged if what you are praying 
for, perhaps crying your heart out for, does not 
come right away. Keep on praying, keep on prac- 
ticing, keep on believing. In spite of everything 
hold onto faith. Declare it whether you feel it or 
not. Gradually your faith will gain the power of 
God, and the light will go on. 

Step by step you will climb over one difficulty 
after another until you reach the mountaintop of 
faith and stand in God's pure air, the master of 
every situation. In the light of faith your trouble 
becomes transparent and you see God behind the 
shadow. He is there, He has been there all the 
time, with His limitless good. That illness, that 
heartache, that despair of yours vanishes when 
you look through it to God. 

There is one answer to all our questioning, one 
cure for all our ills. There is a master faith, the 
Master's faith, that takes care of every trouble 
large or small. I would hold to this faith, practice 
it, steadfastly believe in it. 

I know that God never changes and that His 
good is never used up. He is always available to 
every one of us. We carry with us the wisdom and 
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the power of the Almighty. When we speak the 
word of Truth in faith the whole force of reality 
is in it. Our trouble vanishes before it like the 
darkness before the light. 

Jesus Christ spoke the word, and every manner 
of hurt was healed instantly. The very nature of 
Christ is in you and in me. You and I are called 
to build our faith to match His faith.

AM CONTINUALLY amazed to discover how 

very human the Bible is, how very human the 

stories of Jesus and His disciples are. For a 
long time the thought “What zs that to thee? fol- 
low thou me” has been one that I have used when 
I found myself becoming disturbed by situations 
that were really outside of my own province. 
When I looked up the words in the Bible | 
thought, “Why, Jesus used them in the same 
sense that I have been using them!” 

Jesus was talking with Simon Peter about the 
work that lay before him, but Peter, the apostle 
John relates, “turning about, seeth the disciple 
whom Jesus loved . . . Peter therefore seeing him 
saith to Jesus, Lord, and what shall this man do? 
Jesus saith unto him, If I will that he tarry till I 
come, what 7s that to thee? follow thou me.” 

How often we are more concerned about what 
the other fellow is going to do than about what 
we know we should do. How often do we say, 
“But what about him?” 

I grew up in a large family, and looking back, 
I wonder at the patience of my mother. I do not 
think she ever asked one of us to do something 
that we did not protest and ask why we had to 
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do it if the others did not. ‘“Why do I have to dry 


the dishes when Esther doesn’t have to?” “Why 
do I have to study? Ruth is going to a party.” 
“Why do I have to eat my cereal. Priscilla didn’t.” 
And so on and on we went. 

One of the most helpful lessons we can learn 
is to do what is before us to do without looking 
about to see what the other fellow is doing. 

To learn to live our own life as well as we 
know how and to be willing to let the other person 
live his is one path to peace of mind. 

It is really childish to fret about what another 
person does or does not do, especially if we let it 
keep us from accomplishing our own purposes. 

Gossip is a cause of great inharmony and un- 
happiness in human relations; human beings are 
hurt and perhaps humiliated by some tale that is 
repeated and repeated about them. 

If when we are tempted to pass along a piece 
of gossip we would stop and say to ourselves, 
“What is that to you?” we should find it easy to 
let the gossip die with us, to follow the Christ 
within, which is the very spirit of understanding 
and generosity and kindness itself. 

Whether the gossip is true does not make any 
difference. It still is not our business to discuss 
unfavorably or unkindly another human being. 

The “what-is-that-to-thee” attitude of mind 
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helps us to overcome envy. Many persons are en- 
vious of others. They cannot bear to see another 
person succeed, They look upon every accomplish- 
ment of another as a reflection on their progress. 
If we find ourselves feeling envious of another 
person, if we find ourselves grudging in our praise 
of him, critical of his achievements, we need to 
remind ourselves, ‘““What zs that to thee? follow 
thou me.” What another person accomplishes or 
does not accomplish neither adds to nor detracts 
from our own accomplishment. We have our own 
talents, our own merits, our own power to achieve, 
and the expression of these is our only concern. 
If every worker in every office could develop a 
““what-is-that-to-thee’”” state of mind, much inhar- 
mony and friction would automatically disappear. 
In many offices inharmony exists between the 
workers because everyone is minding everyone 
else’s business. A competent worker is not happy 
in his work because the worker sitting at the 
next desk to his fritters away the hours. A pro- 
motion is given a person in the office, and the 
whole office force feels resentful toward the per- 
son chosen for promotion. A prompt worker re- 
sents the “ten-o’clock-scholar” worker. A quiet 
worker resents the noisy worker; the nonuser of 
the telephone resents the constant user of the 
telephone. The ‘“‘fresh-air fiend” resents the 
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worker with the closed-window habit. The worker 
with every curl in place resents the breezes that 
blow from the electric fan. 

Now the person in charge of an office needs to 
concern himself with such things, but as to the 
rest, for all their worrying and fretting, for all 
their criticism and condemnation, there is but one 
answer: ‘“What zs that to thee? follow thou me.” 

If as children in a family we needed to learn 
that our business was to do the thing before us 
and not to worry about what the other children 
were going to do, as adult members of a family 
we need to learn this lesson even more. Many 
families are so concerned with the actions of all 
of its members that there is no peace left for any 
of them. “Why is she doing as she is?” “What 
made John buy that big home on his income?” 
“Why doesn’t Mary train her children better?” 
Grownups, yes, but children still needing to learn 
to say, “What és that to thee? follow thou me.” 

In-laws need to develop such an attitude even 
more, for they are suddenly thrown together in a 
family relationship whether they like one another 
or not. I know a mother-in-law who really main- 
tains an attitude of unconcern as to the actions 
and conduct of her sons-in-law and daughters-in- 
law, and she is one mother-in-law who is much 
loved. She said once when someone was question- 
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ing her daughter-in-law’s way of doing things that 
if her daughter-in-law wanted to put her kitchen 
stove in the middle of the living room it was all 
right with her. This mother-in-law follows in a 
practical way the idea “What is that to you?” 

“What is that to thee? follow thou me.” The 
last part of this statement is as important as the 
first, if not more so. If we were merely to shrug 
our shoulders mentally and say, “What is that to 
you?” we should be only half right. The clue to 
progress, to peace of mind, to happiness lies in 
the words “Follow thou me.” 

To follow the Christ is to follow the divine 
leadings from within, the promptings of Spirit 
that come to us when we pray, the divine instincts 
of love and compassion and understanding. To 
follow the Christ is to follow our highest self 
rather than our lesser self—our highest self, which 
is wise and forbearing, which is capable, which is 
victorious in all things. “Follow thou me” is the 
call of the great soul that we are in Truth; it is 
the call of the Christ within. 

When we compare the things that disturb us 
and upset us with the power of the Christ within 
us we see them for what they are—nothing. We 
can say, “What is that to you?” and answer truth- 
fully, “Nothing.”
